37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney's arguments for allowability were heard and discussed. 
Specifically, the attorney questioned whether Berger taught the generation of meaning sets from the two texts. The 
Examiner stated that these meaning sets would necessarily need to be generated in order to create the alignments and 
probabilities between the source and target words. Also the calculation of the score in Berger was discussed. Berger 
calculates a measure of merit to determine the best context and this score is calculated from the probabilty that the 
aligned words are properly matched hence based on the meaning sets. The attorney respectively declined saying the 
the alignments were set prior to the score being calculated and so it was not comparing meaning sets. Applicant also 
inquired where Berger taught a parser. The Examiner needs more time to reevaluate Berger and the attorney's 
arguments will be further analyzed upon receiving the amendment. .
